I 
had met Joe Green, but he was from only fifty miles away.

Raymond "Duggie" Fisher 

Ray mond "Duggie" Fisher (October 15,1935-May lb, 1988) was a 
science-fiction fan from Poplar BlufT, Missouri, lie was a fanzine fan. 
convention fan and club fan. 

Duggie and his wife. Joyce W orley Fisher, co-chaircd the St Louiscon (a 
worldcon) in 1969. lie was on the con-committee for Ozarkcon 1-5 in St 
Louis 1965 thru 1969 He was a founding member of the Poplar Bluff 
Science Fiction ( lub in the 1950s and Ozark Science Fiction Association 
(OSFA) in St Louis in the 1960s. He was also a member of The Saturday 
People, in St I .outs, in the 1960s. 

Duggie's fnnzine, ODD, was nominated for a Hugo in 1968. 

Duggie and Joyce Worley were married July 21. 1956 and the marriage 
lasted until 1970. 

Duggie died in 1988 from complications of diabetes.

Thera has been plenty of S? books that didn f t appear, Hull’s Art¬ 
hur Blord series, ’The Ultimate Ad venture" by Hubbard, ’’The Ghoul 1 ’ • by 
Hubbard, and a book of Hubbard's short stories: ’Danger in the. Dark2 3&S 
were to republish 31an and the Weapon Maker’s but so far haven’t done so 
ana it doesn’t look like they will. "'The Maniac Poltersist” by AM 'Phil¬ 
ips was supposed to be a sequel to ’’The Mislaid Charm 1 ’. •,Hadley folded b 
forethey were able to publish Keller’s ’’Cornwall” tales and his "Taine 
of San Francisco” stories. No one has bothered to pick them upnor have 1 
they bothered with. Hubbards* ’’The Wizard and the Witch”, which Hadley 
was supposed to publish.

Of late there seem to be an awful lot of original novels being sold 
to the book publishers. Up until recently pbere had only been n The Car- 
nslian Cube”, ’’The Kingslayer”, and "The forbidden Garden’. None of 

these first saw magazine. publication as had most other 3F books. 3ut in 
the last year anti a half’ we’ve seen all sorts of 3F novels making their 
appearer.ees that had never seen magazinei publication 53 had most other 
books before them. There were "P'eeble in the.Sky”, "The Man Yfho Sold The 
Moon”, ’’The Big Eye”, ’’Kinsmen of the Dragon”, and Grey’s "Murder Mille¬ 
nium Six” to mention a few. Prime has a new DeCamp novel and Doubled^las 
Asimov’s "The Stars Like Dust’, and v/yndham’s "Day of the Triffids” r- 
eady for publication. The Asimov story is now being printed in . Galaxy 
but was first sold to Doubleday. Sinak’s "Time Quarry” was sold to S&S 
first and now Williamson’s "The Maker has been sold to the same company. 
Me may see this in Galaxy shortly also.IT looks like the big push to pub 
lish original SF novels is on.
